A request for the surrender of the 
two Maderos to the loce! authorities waa 
made upon Consul William W, Canada 
today by Colonel Sugente Guttlerres, 
aide of General Gustavo Maas, federal 
commander of Vera Cruz. Canada 
promptly refused to comply with the 
request. 

After the consul's re/\sal today.to de- 
liver them up, it was reported that 
veiled threats had been rade to take 
the refugees by force.. In anticipation 
of any such attempt a steam launch 
from the American battleship Rhodé 
sland lay all morning off the sea wall

by the college authorities. The dinner, 
yesterday looked so attractive to the) 
girls, who had not eaten a bit in twenty-j| 
four hours, they ate with the greatest 
gusto, and some of them affirmed it was! 
the most delicious repast they had ever} 
enjoyed. 

AND THE BOYS SENT CANDY. ' 

An additional temptation to the girls, 
to break their vow and take nourish-~} 
ment lay in the fact that the young men 
of Wofford college, a. neighboring insti- 
tution, on learning that their friends 
of Converse were starving, sent enor- 
mous quantities Of candy, fruit and 
cake around. After thinking the hunger 
strike over the girls concluded they had 
made a mistake, and had unthinkingly 
brought pain and embarrassment upon 
the beloved president of the college, Dr. 
Robert P. Pell, who has been unwell 
and only recently retarned from a so- 
journ in the mountains, where he was| 
recuperating from an attack of nervous 
prostration. 

The young women, at a mass meeting 
last night called by the officers of their 
self-government association, authorized 
the officers to prepare for the press the 
follawing explanation of the “strike:’”” 

“We do not feel that we can allow 
the public to continue under a wrong 
irapression as to the meaning -of our 
protest against some unsatisfactory con- 
ditions with regard to food service. We 
entertain no lack of confidence what- 
ever on the earnest desire of the college| 
administration to afford every reason- 
able comfort and convenience. We have 
not the least ill feeling against the 
administration.

The Duty of the Courts. 


In the structure of government which society has 
reared for its security and well being no principle is 
higher or more vital than that represented by the 
courts, The integrity of a State and the peace and 
ft eedom of its people depend upon upright, unswery- 
ing enforcement of the law. However much may be 
done by philanthrophy and science for the prevention 
dire need for the certain

It is to the 
courts that the people look for this protection and 
if the courts fail in their duty, the law itself is 
brought into disrepute and confidence in all the in- 
stitutions of government is dangerously shaken. 
There are wholesome indications that American 
thought has awakened to -he importance of this 
principle. In every part of the nation and notably 
among the members of the bar itself there is a 
growing insistence that legal machinery be freed 
from those technicalities which serve no necessary 
or rightful purpose but merely tend to delay or de- 
feat the ends of justice. 
lic’s part a more earnest demand that the spirit of 
the law be given a clear path and that no offender 
whose guilt is proved be suffered to escape. This 
is an evidence of social progress and of the develop- 
ment of a keener social conscience. 

Gratifying as these tendencies may be, however, 
they should not be confused with that brute passion 
for sheer revenge which would transform our courts 
from tribunals of deliberate justice to instruments 
in the hands of mob excitement. Firm and even 
enforcement of the law necessarily implies methods 
that are orderly and that are above any suspicion 
of influence from the heat or clamor of a crowd. If 
it is that the guilty pay their due pen- 
alty, it is even more important that the innocent 
should not be sacrificed. 

lt sometimes happens, and probably always will, 
that innocent men are conyited of crime even with the 
utmost care on the part of the courts. Such verdicts 
sometimes will be found. Under these conditions, 
there is even a greater responsibility upon the courts 
than when guilty men are acquitted to see to it that 
final justice is done. The acquittal of a guilty man 
is a mistake and a misfortune but the punishment 
of an innocent man, where innocence appears reason- 
ably certain is a judicial calamity; and the punish- 
ment of an inocent man is doubly deplorable because 
it is inflicted upon a helpless victim. 

The responsibility of our courts in this regard is 
inexpressibly solemn. Their duty to the law whose

The Currency Bill in the Open. 


Now comes the cheering announcement that the 
banking and currency bill which has lain so long 
in the doldrums of a hopelessly divided committee 
is to be reported to the Senate without further 
quibble or delay. A course for definite, contructive 
action on this important measure will thus be open- 
ed; and there is little doubt that the basic reforms’ 
for which the administration stands will soon be 
wrought into law. 

The two factions of the committee, one headed 
by Chairman Owen and the other by Senator Hitch- 
cock and fiye Republiqans, have agreed to submit 
the entire issue to the Senate as a whole for dvter- 
mination, each faction presenting a brief statement 
of its proposed amendments together with the bill 
as it.originally came from the House. While it is 
to be regretted that Senator Hitchcock’s unreason- 
ing defection from Democratic ranks prevented a 
favorable report from the majority of the committee, 
it is none the less gratifying that the bill is at 
length to be put upon, its merits in open debate. 

The situation in the Senate will be far simpler 
than in the committee. The great majority of Sen- 
ate Democrats are in cordial sympathy with the 
principles of the banking and currency measure, 
though they ‘may differ in respect to certain details; 
and there is reason to believe that at the decisive 
moment support will come from open-minded Repub- 
licans. The administration’s strength is as assured 
in this issue as it was in the tariff fight, and even 
more so. The backward forces that deadlocked the 
committee cannot long survive the forward move- 
ment that will now spring into being. 

The country welcomes this prospect of a speedy 
settlement of the banking and currency question. 
Business will take new courage and press forward 
with new energy when the matter is settled. The 
people look to the Senate for prompt action;- they 
should not and, we believe, will not be disappointed.

The Ulster Tangle. 


The question of Irish Home Rule continues to be 
a source of sharp disturbance to British politics 
and of keen interest on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Much now depends on whether the Irish Nationsl- 
ists approve .or reject Premier Asquith’s proposed 
compromise which would temporarily ex.«'ude the 
counties of northern Ulster from the operation of 
the pending bill. One observer of the , situation 
doubts the Nationalists will assent to such a plan be- 
cause a great deal of the wealth’ of Ireland is in 
Belfast “and no Dublin government could maintain 
its position without the income which flows from 
that rich industrial and commercial center.” 

Should the Irish leaders insist upon this view, 
the British ministry would be limited to two courses 
—the establishment of complete Home Rule in the 
face of Ulster’s stormy protest or the referendum 
of the entire issue to a popular vote. The latter 
The Asquith min- 
\stry feels that it would be a political blunder, if 
not a risk, to go to the people with this issue at 
the present time and, furthermore, that no referen- 
dum is called for, since the question of Home Rule 
has recently been prominent ia two general elec- 
tions. On the other hand, the Government is anx- 
ious to avoid anything like a serious rebellion in 
northern Ireland.

Hence the Government’s earnest efforts to bring 
about a peaceful compromise that will assuage the 
fever of the protesting minority and at the same 
time assure the greater part of the Irish people the 
right to-contro} their local affairs through a parlia- 
ment of their ‘own. The suggestion that"Ulster be 
exempt fron the new system is the 
shortest and easiest path out of the difficulty, if it 
is acceptable to the Nationalists and if at the same 
time a revenue sufficient to maintain a government 
at Dublin can be secured. In‘time no douht lilster 
would gealize the advantages of Homes Rule and 
would be eager to escape isolation. Whatever may 
be the outcome of the issue, it seems certain that 
some measure of Home Rule will soon be enacted.

That its intention is 
to add to the comfort of the home and the revenue 
of the state. In that movement women are deeply 
interested, hence it is fitting that “Georgia Products 
day” dinners be given in the individual home as well 
as at banquet boards. Do you not think so? 

Taking this for granted, I thought it might not be 
amiss to describe to you a “Georgia Products” dinner 
at which, this Atlantian was a guest. It was given at 
“The Cedars,” the country home of Mr. W, F. Roan, 
near Clayton, Ga. Surrounding this place are splen- 
did oaks, many cedars and beautiful groves of holly 
which are clearly “Georgia products,” looking like they 
might have been here when Oglethorpe founded Geor- 
gia. The house itself was built from lumber cut from 
off this farm. The fireplaces, three and a half feet 
long, and the hearths, one and a half feet wide, are 
made of stones, also found on the farm. The table 
on which the dinner was given was Georgia-raised and 
home-made. The snowy tablecloth was home-woven, 
an heirloom in the family. The chairs were home- 
made. The dining room was decorated with country- 
made baskets, filled with pine, cedar and fragrant box- 
wood, garlanded with strings of brilliant red pepper, 
all home-grown. 

The table's central, ornament was a satiny yellow 
pumpkin filled with white and yellow chrysanthe- 
mums, and the boutonnieres at each plate were tiny 
red-berried, all home-raised. The 
menu, was as follows:

The Atlanta ehamber of commerce did a great 
work in organizing similar bodies over the states, 
‘These also have great opportunities before them. Thus, 
in their county fairs they could give prizes for the 
best and the greatest number of home-raised and 
home-made articles. including those of the household. 
In some country homes you still see home-made 
quilts, home-woven blankets and lindsey cloth coun- 
terpanes, home-knit socks, stockings and gloves, but 
“old-timéy” things. 
The descendants, of these patient workers often re- 
gard such heirlooms with contempt; they scorn the 
old-time industries, yet they put nothing better in 
their places. Instead they often leaye for cities that 
they may get rich quick. When they fail to do so 
they become discontented and cry out for “higher 
wages.” 

A revival of knitting, spinning, weaving, candle~ 
making, etc., would make long winter afternoons and 
evenings pass quickly in many country homes, and 
would help to make their inmates independent, so

‘The letter carrier in 
the city, the rural route carrier ‘in the country, the 
postmaster in the village—they are our familiar friends 
and it is through them that we see most of our goy- 
ernment’s workings.

The United States postoffice is the biggest business 
institution in the world. It employs more men than 
any other business enterprise on earth. It collects 
and expends more money than any other single organi. 
zation known to mankind. Other ations are as big, 
and some of them have postal systems that are more 
thorough, but no cther people uses the mails to the ex. 
tent that Americans use them. Now that the postal 
s-vings banks are organized and the parcel post {g 
being developed, the American postoffice soon will be 
as thorough as it is already extensive. 

eee 


The United States has one-eighteenth of the popue 
lation of the world and about the same proportion or 
the landed area of the earth. Yet it handles one-thira 
of all the mail matter of all the postal systems in the 
world. And this, mark you, was the case before the 
parcel post was eStablished in the United States, al- 
though such systems prevailed in other countries and 
a great proportion of the mail of other countries con- 
sisted of parcels. When the parcel post is fully devel- 
oped here, it is probable that the American postoftice 
will handle nearly one-iialf of all the mail matter of 
the world. 


The public is\-« familiar with its mail service that 
it seldom pauses to think of its extent. It knows, ina 
general way, that it is a service that now demands 
one-fourth of all the annual expenditures of the United 
States government, and that it annually handles some 
17,000,000,000 pieces of mail, But the real meaning of 
the expenditure of $250,000,000 is too difficult to grasp, 
and the handling of 17,000,000,000 pieces of mail too 
large a task to be pictured. An American dollar bill 
is a little over six inches long, yet the annual expen- 
ditures of the postoffice department would make near- 
ly nine belts of bills around the earth. A rapid count- 
er can count a hundred in a minute. At this rate it 
would take an army of 7,500 people, workins twelve 
hours a day and 313 days a year to count the ptecd® 
of mail handled annually by the postal service. And 
when one recalls the number of handlings that each 
piece of mail requires, varying from three times to a 
dozen, the immensity of the task begins to appear. 
eee 


If there is any individual in any part of the world 
who has any better method of collecting the postal 
revenues than through the use of the postago stamp, 
that person would be received with open arms by the 
postoffice department, The department is the recipient 
of many suggestions as to substitutes for postage 
stamps, but it reports that to date nothing har been 
developed which embodies all of the very practical and 
direct advantages of the stamp. It is admitted that 
there is a possibility that a Fuccessful substitute will 
ye be found, but the departmental officials add that 
the tendency now is to extend rather than to curtail 
the stamp system. It requires approximately 13,000,- 
000,000 stamps and pieces of ‘stamped paper to accom- 
mcdate the postal needs of the peovle of the country, 
and they come in 124 varieties and denominations. The 
1 and 2-cent st-mps represent ten out of every thir: 
teen issued by the government, including postal cards 
and newspaper wrappers.

One of the striking developments in the postal serv- 
ice of the. United States has been the increase in the 
salaries paid to those who handle the mails. They in- 
creased $23,000,000 in four years, while the number of 
employes increased by 12,000. The average clerk in @ 
postoffice got a $114 raise in his salary, the average 
letter carrier a $71 raise, the avreage railway postal 
clerk a $94 raise, and the average rural carrier a $193 
raise, 

eee 


Thee are approximately 58,000 postoffices in the 
United States where the natior’s mail is received and 
dispatched. Of these all but about 8,000 are fourth- 
class postoffices, where the postmasters receive a per- 
centage of the face value of the stamps they cancel 
as their compensation in lieu of salary. Where the 
cancellation. of stamps does not exceed $50 per quarter 
the postmaster gets the full face value, and it is esti 
mated that nearly 24,000 postmaster: make no returns 
of the revenues from the dispatch of mail from their 
offices. From this it will be seen that some 25,000 
postmasters are working for the government for $200 
a year or less. The average compensation of the 
fourth-class postmasters of the United States, of 
whom there are nearly 50,000, ic less than $24 a month, 
and out of this they must furnish their own quarters 
and equipment. It is lttle wonder that one of the 
principal offenses against the postal laws is thet of 
postmasters who pad their receipts by claiming to 
have cancelled stamps that they did not cancel.

‘The postal service has been going forward at # 
marvelous rate in recent years. In only twenty-five 
years the number of pieces of mail handled and the 
number of postoffices have increased fivefold, while 
the number of stamps sold has been multiplied by siz 
In nine years the postal business of the nation has 
doubled, and we handle as much mail in twelve days 
now as was handled in a full year at the outbreak of 
the Civil yar, We spend more for mail service every 
day in the year now than we spent for the entire year 
now than we spent for the entire year when the second 
war with England began.

The motto of the present postal administration is 
efficiency. It wants to make the service the model of 
the world, serving the people in every way that i¢ 
consistent with sound business policy. The postiffices 
at Boston, Richmond and Washington are to be stand 
ardized, and used as offices where every worthy sus- 
Sestion for the improvement of the mail service will 
be tried out; if it proves useful it will then be ex 
tended to the other postoffices of the country. The 
same policy will be pursued in the case of second 
third and fourth-class postoffices, using a small group 
of offices for experimentation with the purpose of 
proving the merit of all proposed innovations before 
applying them to the country at large.

The present administration hopes ultimately to be 
able to change the money order service in such a We¥ 
that 4 postoffice money order can be paid at any post- 
office rather than at one office only. Its activities will 
be directed mainly to the development of the parcel 
post system, with which it hopes to bring consumer 
and producer into direct contact; the postal savings 
system, out of which it hopes to develop a national 
school for teaching the art of saving to the improvir 
dent adult and the growing child; and the money order 
system, which !t hopes to make the poor man’s check- 
book.

But in the meantime it is not proposed to overlook 
other parts of the postal service. It will pay $1,000 to 
any employe who will invent or devise a labor savin€ 
device which it can use: and it has a reward ready for 
the outsider who will show it how to save money bY 
curtailing labor or by increasing efficiency. 


With the postal savings banks taking all the small 
savings of the working people of the country and con 
verting them into interest-bearing. funds in their be- 
half and into active working funds in behalf of the 
business world, and with the parcel post being devel- 
oped along nes that will permit the consumer and the 
producer to clasp hands across the sea of middlemen’s 
profits, the postal service of the future promises te 
prove even a greater factor in the economic develop- 
ment of the country.

SLATON MAKES. ANSWER 
TO MARWELL’S CRITICISM 


School Head Says He Would 
Like to Get Smoke Case 
in Court 


Replying to criticism by Chairman R. 
M. Harwell, of the city smoke commis- 


|sion, to the effect that various public 


schoois persist in violating the antt- 
smoke ordinance, and that :t appears 
there is nothing left to do but make a 
case in police court against Superinten- 
dent W. M. Slaton, the latter says: 

“There's nothing in the world I should 
like better than to be haled before Re- 
corder Broyles and have the court take 
me te tesk personally for everything 
that is wrong with the Atéanta schools, 
I am sure it would result in just one 
thing, and that would be that the court 
would order that the city furnish the 
money to make ‘the necessary improve- 
ments, so that thany nuisances or con- 
ditions which may be termed as such 
can be abated.” 

In his statement Chairman Harwell 
declares the schools have several times 
been notified that they must observe 
and obey the anti-smoke ordinance, but 
that so far there seems to have been lit- 
tle if any effort to remedy conditions. 

Superintendent Slaton says he has 
conferred with W. W. Lotspeich, me- 
chanical engineer for the schools, and 
the latter informed him at least $10,000 
would be required to put the furnaces 
of the schools in condition to comply 
with the provisions of the anti-smoke 
ordinance. 

“I am in thorough sympathy with this 
ordinance,” says Superintendent Slaton, 
“but without the necessary funds to 
purchase proper equipment we cannot 
meet its requirements. If the city 
council will give us the money we will 
minimize the smoke. I am anxious for 
the schools to comply with this and all 
other city ordinances.”

That Georgia's loss last year was $40,- 
000,000 in crops destroyed by insects 
because there were not enough birds to 
exterminate the latter, is the estimate 
of James Henry Rice, Jr., field secretary 
of the National Association of Audubon 
societies, Mr. Rice says figures com- 
piled by the association ‘end further 
to show the loss to the whole nation 
was $1,250,000,000, because birds were 
not protected proferly.

OAYS VANDERBILT. MAY 
BE MOVED TO ATLANTA 


Dr. Hamill Tells Methodist Con- 
ference Litigation May 
Cause Action 


A statement attributed by news dis- 
patches from the North Georgia Meth- 
odist conference at Elberton to one of 
the speakers there {s interesting to At- 
lanta because it announces the possi- 
bility, as the speaker sees it, that Van- 
derbilt university may be moved to At- 
lanta. 

Dr, H. M. Hamill, of Nashville, the city 
where Vanderbilt has been located since 
its foundation, is the speaker who is 
quoted. 

“Should the supreme court decision be 
adverse to the church ownership of Van- 
derbilt university, the Solithern Meth- 
odist church would pick up the universi- 
ty, the publishing house of the church, 
and all other church interests located 
in Nashville, and move them bodily to 
Atlanta,” Dr, Hamill is quoted as say- 
ing. His statement is said to have 
been received by the conference with 
hearty applause and a chorus of 
“amens.”” 

CAUSE OF LITIGATION, 

The litigation to which Dr. Hamill 
referred involves an issue of church 
control as opposed to control of the uni- 
versity by its board of trustees. The 
lower Tennessee court decided in favor 
of the church, holding the general Meth- 
odist confeernce has the right to fill 
vacancies on the board of trustees. The 
decision has been appealed by the trus- 
tees and is now before the supreme 
court of that state. 

It would appear that’ if’ the supreme 
court does reverse the Jower court, how- 
ever, thereby giving control to the trus- 
tees, the chureh conférence would not 
have the power to move Vanderbilt. On 
the other hand, {f church control is up- 
held, there would be no motive in seek- 
ing its removal.

Let the cake cool an hour or so before icing. 


FILLING—Two cups sugar and just enough water to moisten, cook until it threads som the 
spoon. Beat whites of 2 eggs to stiff froth, pour the boiling syrup over the whites and beat con- 
stantly, then add 1 teaspoonful of lemon extract and 1. 
cake.
